Early Sunday Morning. 


Hurlock, Md., Nov. 28 (AP)—A 
15-ycar-ohl boy, the lone survivor 
of an ill-fated hunting expedition 
into the marshes near Draw­ 
bridge, Maryland, told today of his 
father’s heroism in the face of 
death by freezing. 
The boy, Samuel MaeKnight, 


who Is recovering from the effects 
of an all-night exposure to the 
15-degree temperature, said his 
father took him and his brother, 
Thomas, 18, in his arms when 
they no longer could walk and 
with his back to the biting wind 
tried to shelter his two sons all 
he could.
